ley Arrested in Connection With Death of Mrs. - 
Manglemau's Husband 


The. preliminary proceedings in what 
may prove to be the unravelling of one 


— 


of the most dastardly crimes corynmit- 
ted in the Northwest for a long time 


were commenced at the Fort today, 
when Mrs. Mangleman and Carl Paul, 
of Dominion Valiey, thirty-five miles 
south of Vegreville, were brought up 
for their first hearing on the charge of 
having murdered Henry Mangleman on 
the second of November last, by pois- 
oning him. 

The arrests were made on Monday 
last, the 29th. and, while it is not posi- 
tively known the grounds on which 
they were arrested, it is supposed that 


| it was the outcome of a report by Dr. 


Charlton, of Regina, on the contents of 
Henry Mangleman’s stomach, sent to 
him some thirty days ago for exam- 
ination. 

Henry Mangleman, the deceased, 
who, it is alleged, died by poison, and 
Mrs .Mangleman, his wife, who will 
be charged with having administered 
the poison, came to this country from 
the western States about a year ago, 
and settled in the Vermilion Valley. 
About the same time there came from 
a different part of the States one Carl 
Paul, who settled in the same vicinity. 

Mrs. Mangleman, so the story goes, 
became infatuated with Paul, and com- 
menced to disregard her husband, who 
was an elderly man, and their intimacy 
was the talk of the neignborhood. Paul 
became more forward in his atten- 
tions, and it is reported that he was 
denied the house by Mangleman but 
that both he and the woman disregard- 
ed Mangleman’s instructions. 

Then came the story of the aiteged 
crime. On the 2nd of November the 
oil man got up early and had be2akfase 
with his wife, alter which he started 
out to a wood let which was about a 
mile from the house to cult some pop- 
lar fur stove-woed. 

After that time, as far as anyone 
knows, he was never seen alive, but 
the first intimation that the neigh- 
bors had of anything wrong was when 
Mrs. Mangieman came to a neighoor’s 
hous: late in the evening ani asked 
them to ccme and held her find her 


husband, as he had not yet come home| 


from the we ds.,where he weir 
work. They went with her, aaa with 
the sid o: lanterns followed the trail 
t: where he was supposed to have 
gone, and -there found him lying on a 


pile of brush, dead, with his axe be-| 


side him, he apparently having sat

down within a few minutes after he 
had arrived there. 

A coroner’s inquest was held and a 
verdict brought in to the effect that 


death was the result of natural 


causes. 
With this verdict, however, the police 
had reasons for disag*ecing, and while 


nothing was said at the time to arouse 
the suspicions of Mre. Mangleman and 
Carl Paul, Detective Pennyquick was 
put on the trail to work up the case. 
He found that -not only had the wom- 
an in the case and Cavl Paul been very 
intimate, but that tha very day on 
which Mangleman died out in the 
woods, Paul had been at the Mangle- 
man house and that he had actually 
watched Manglemarn go from the house, 
and had later passed the place in the 
woods where the old man must have 
been lying, so close that it would be 
hard to pass’ without sesing the body. 
Further than this, the next day after 
the old man died, Paul moved over to 
the Mangleman housée,,and he and 
Mrs. Mangleman, if is charged, have 
been living as man and wife ever since. 

There is a third party to the case, 
who, for some retaso:: has not been ar- 
rested yet, but who will undowttedly 
pe a material witness if. nothing *¢lde 
before the case is over Tit Sie : 
name is Weist, and hes described as 
being a hired man in the employ of 
Paul. On the morning .on which Man- 
gleman died, it was found, Weist had 
arranged to go over to the woods with 
him, but failed to show up at the house 
in the morning. Later he claimed that 
he met theoldman on-the way to the 
woods and that he spent a half day 
with him chopping wood. 

When Paul went over to the Man- 
gleman homestead and moved in with 
Mrs. Mangleman after “he old man had 
died, Weist stayed 
and became the possessor of it. 

These and other circumstances were 
sufficient to impel Inspector Strickland 
to act, and he ordered Detective Pen- 
to have the body 
and the stomaca re- 
moved and forwarded to Regina 
for analysis. This part of the  pro- 
gram arranged by the police had io be 
carried out carefully so as noi 
to arouse the suspicions of the peo- 
pie suspected of murder, as the analys-

Whitefish for Chicago Markets 


A. S. Brown, who is buying fish for 
the Edson Fish Co., of Cleveland, ship- 
ped his first car of fish from Edmon- 


ton today over the Canadian North- 
ern, consigned to Chicago. The con- 
signment was a 33,000-pound car o: 
whitefish from the Lesser Slave Lake 
which were caught there by the Ath- 
abasca Fish Co., and freighted down 
to =he city, a distance of 260 miles. 
Mr. Brown is of the opinion that 
there is going to be an enormous busi- 
ness between this country and Chi- 
cago in the fish business. In speaking 
of the matter today he said that a 
railroad to the Great Slave Lake would 
open the greatest fresh water fisher- 
ies in the world, and that even a line 
to Lesser Slave Lake, which seems 
now to be a matter of immediate prob- 
ability, would develop an enormous 
fishery resource. In this connection 
Mr. Brown was glad to note the state- 
ment made to the effect that the Cana- 
dian Northern would be built to the 
Athabasca Landing this summer.* Mr. 
Brown explains that the line men- 
tioned would lengthen the season on 


the Lesser Slave by possibly two 


months, as it would then be all ice 
teaming, on the Athabasca River, and 
the selighing could then be depemied 
on almost as long as the ice iasted,- 
which would be until nearly the ist 
of May. The fish would then have to 


be shipped 180 miles over the ice, a dis- 
tance which,.¥while a ‘ong sleigh haul, 
is justified by the Chicago price.
